CCC reports an increase of soybean 
loans and purchase agreements since 
January, but private trade estimates 
report that there have been heavy 
lifting of soybeans from loans and 
purchase agreements during the soy-

Likewise, disposition of wheat from 
loans and purchase agreements has 
been reported from trade observers, 
and these are confirmed by a private 
statement by a USDA official who 
estimates that CCC stocks of wheat 
at the end of this crop year will not 
exceed 320 million bushels from loan 
defaults, plus approximately 75 mil- 
lion bushels which it is expected CCC 
will own June 30 

Grain sorghum loans lend proof to

As of Feb. 28 CCC reports that it 
holds under loan or purchase agree- 
ments more than 81 million bushels 
of this crop.

Let Them Rate Each 
Other for Extra Pay 


By Edward Ritter 


NE of the headaches which 
confronts the average feed 
dealer is whether he should 
pay employees a bonus and, if so, how 
much. No matter what sort of a 
bonus the dealer pays—assuming he 
has made enough profit to offer such 
extra pay—the amount is going to 
be unsatisfactory to some employees 
and satisfactory to others. An em- 
ployer’s idea of the value of an em- 
ployee to the firm, and the employee's 
idea of his own value will not always 
agree 
Generally, the paying of a bonus 
is to encourage the employee to do 
better work in the present and future 
by showing him that noteworthy past 
efforts are appreciated. The bonus, 
when worked properly, is a stimulus 
to individual incentive and effort, 
especially if there is a direct relation 
between sales and the bonus 
A very fair and interesting chart 
for determining a bonus for em- 
ployees has been worked out by one 
midwestern feed firm with about 20 
employees. Under the company’s plan, 


each employee is given an “employee 


rating sheet.” He does not rate him- 


seif, but he rates a designated fellow | 
employee, and he is asked by by man- | 


agement to be very fair in his rating 

Management of the firm also rates 
each employee, and then when the 
employees have turned in their rating 
sheets, the bonus of each employee is 
determined by 
reports of the employee and the 
firm 

The Rating Sheet 

The rating sheet which is given to 

employees lists a number of factors 





to consider. One point is given for 
a rating of fair on an item, two 
points for a rating of good and three 
for a rating of excellent. The points 
considered are these: 

Honesty, clean conversation, ability 
to find work without being told what 
to do, cooperation with superiors, co- 
operation with fellow employees, 
popularity with customers, popularity 
with fellow employees, waits on cus- 
tomers promptly, will admit and re- 
port mistakes, handles responsibili- 
ties, works without crabbing, makes 
suggestions to improve business, gets 
to work on time, loyalty to company, 
gets own job done promptly, does 
not loaf on fellow employees 

The rating sheet also includes this 
note: “This is a rating sheet for all 
employees of the firm. Rate your fel- 
low employee to the best of your 
ability. Remember your rating of him 
will also affect the bonus you receive 
Be fair.” 

The manager of the feed firm 
states that he has been using this 
rating system for three years and 
that it has aided him tremendously 
in setting up a fair bonus for each 
employee 

“The employee knows that his bo- 
nus depends, among other factors 
upon the rating which his fellow 
employee gives him and also upon 
the rating which the firm gives him

“There is another advantage of 
such a system,” says the feed store 
manager. “If an employee is dissatis- 
fied with his bonus, we pull out our 
rating sheets to show him. One, by 
an employee, shows what a fellow 
worker thinks of his performance 
The other, by us, shows what we 
think of his work. The employee can 


see exactly how his bonus is figured. 


| He does not know the name of the 


fellow employee who rated him, but 
he is usually impressed by the fair- 
ness of the method used. He knows 
that if he expects a larger bonus 
next year, he must impress us 
through better performance and also 
the rest of the employees who are to 
rate him. This latter element often 
spurs him on a great deal. It also 
helps us to verify, increase or modify 
our own estimates of some of our 
employees. The men all seem pretty 
satisfied with this method of 


When it comes time to award a 
bonus every year, the firm devotes 
one of its sales training meetings to 
explaining the employee bonus rating 
system. This informs new employees 
of the plan and how it works. It also 
refreshes the memory of older em- 
ployees. Furthermore, says the feed 
store manager, it focuses attention 
on and consideration of the 16 em- 
ployee rating points—the study of 
which makes many employees resolve 
to practice those points more thor- 
oughly

One of the biggest problems in the | 
swine industry and certainly one of | 
the biggest in American agriculture 
is the number of runty pigs at wean- | 
ing time. Through extension publi- 
cations, swine journals, farm papers, | 
press and radio we are continually | 
reminded of the 33% of pigs born | 
that die before weaning (so-called 
baby pig losses).

husbandry, it was found that pigs 
brought in from Michigan farms had 
necrotic enteritis commonly called 
“necro.” In every case the “necro 
was of the chronic nutritional type 
The results of this study have great 
significance since they prove that 
much of the necrotic enteritis is di- 
rectly due to poor feeding 


Lack Sufficient “B” 

When nutritional enteritis develops 
the pigs get inflamed intestines and 
cannot absorb enough putrients from 
their feed to make normal growth 
They become unthrifty, develop diar- 
rhea and a skin trouble very similar 
to mange. This usually results when 
pigs—or their sow mothers—do not 
get enough B-vitamins and proteins in 
their feed 

Eighty runt pigs from 11 different 
southern Michigan farms were 
brought to Michigan State College for 
the tests. The pigs weighed an aver 
age of 17 to 40 Ib. each and were 
frorn 60 to 90 days old. In most cases 
the weights were about half of nor- 
ma! for pigs of that age

Synthetic B-vitamins were injected 
into their abdomina] cavities. Eleven 
that were sick beyond recovery died 
early im the tests, but 86% showed 
complete recovery. A balanced ration 
of 19 to 23% protein, fortified with 
synthetic B-vitamins, was fed and 
in 30 to 40 days every animal that 
lived showed complete recovery. They 
gained approximately a pound a day 

The B-vitamins used on the pigs are 
the same five put into enriched bread 
and cereals——thiamine, riboflavin, pan- 
tothenic acid, niacin and pyridoxine 

Less than a half ounce of the syn- 
thetic B-vitamins was used on each 
animal! throughout the entire 30 to 40 
day trials. The cost of the vitamins 
should not exceed $1 an animal when 
the synthetic B-vitamins are readily 
available for distribution by manu- 
facturers. 

Some observations from this study 
have immediate practical value. The 
causes of the trouble were feeding too 
little protein supplement, the use 
of too little or no pasture and fail- 
ure to practice parasite control and 
other recommended procedures. Too 
often the small pigs were crowded 
away from the feeders by larger ones 


Prevention Better 

Synthetic B-vitamins are going to 
be useful to help out when pigs are 
not doing right. It is much better 
however, to do a good job of feeding 
and management and prevent trouble 
with runts in the first place 

Results of this study indicate the 
following practices to prevent nutri- 
tional enteritis and runty pigs 

1. Self-feed the sow and litter mix- 
tures rich in protein and B-vitamins 
or creep feed the pigs 

2. Feed rations with a variety of 
ingredients, especially when the pigs 
are not on pasture 

3. Feed milk by-products, pasture 
animal by-products, especially fish 
meal and fish solubles, distillers dried 
and milling by-products

We know relatively little about the 
total volume of merchant credit ex- 
tended to farmers. Data in this area 
is very fragmentary. The evidence 
availabie, however, indicates that the 
volume outstanding has increased 


| rapidly in recent years. Here again it

Why Merchant Credit? 

The question arises: Why do mer- 
chants extend credit’ It appears to 
me, and in this area I speak as a 
neophyte, that merchants should con- 
sider the extension of credit to their 
customers as one of many devices

available to them in operating their 
buisness. In other words, it appears 
reasonable to consider credit exten- 
sion right along with such things as 
advertising, pricing, delivery service 
and the like. It is something subject 
to the control of the individual mer- 
chant and the use to be made of it 
presumably will vary from one to 
another 

No doubt some will take exception 
to the suggestion that the extension 
of credit is a factor over which you 
can exercise direct control. I am re- 
minded of one of the first jobs I did 
after getting out of school while 
working as a county agricultural 
agent. A group of elevators had asked 
that a study be made of that portion 
of their business concerned with the 
distribution of merchandise to farm- 
ers. The problem which was of great- 
est concern in this respect was that of 
controlling credit accounts. Although 
this study was made over 10 years 
ago, I should like to refer to it partly 
because I know the situation first 
hand and partly because the amount 
of recent information available on 
this type of operation is rather lim- 
ited 

Cost of Credit 

First of all, the average cost of ex- 

tending credit to patrons of these ele-

Of course, they could have in- 
vested these funds im some alterna- 
tive use and obtained a return on 
them had they not been tied up in 
accounts receivable 

An average loss of $331 was ex- 
perienced as a result of accounts not 
collected. An additional item of $73

wes reported as the cost of office 
supplies required to service the ac- 
counts receivable. This latter figure 
covered only the additional direct 
cash expenses such as postage, per- 
sonal calls on “slow” accounts, addi- 
tional office and the like. It 
did not include a charge for the labor 
involved in maintaining credit ac 
counts 

Even with these extremely con- 
servative estimates of cost, the aver- 
age per firm was $709, approximately 
10% of the total operating expenses 
of these elevators 

Is Credit Necessary? 

It was particularly interesting to 
me working with one firm after an- 
other to find that most of them had 
one, two or three lines of merchan- 
dise which were sold on a strictly 
cash basis. Most of them had a rea 
sonable volume of sales of the mer- 
chandise offered for cash only. This 
experience raised the question as to 
whether or not a strictly cash busi-

The manager of every one of 
the concerns assured me that more of 
their patrons were in 4 position to 
pay cash for their purchases if they 
wanted to. These managers apparent- 
ly believe that they had credit out- 
standing for which there was really 
no excuse except that it was “cus- 
tomary” or “convenient” for particu- 
lar customers 

Thus, these particular businessmen 
apparently had not conceived of cred 
it extension as being a factor over 
which they could exercise control 
such as they did over pricing policy 
delivery lines of merchan 
dise stocked and the like 


service 


The manager of one of these es 
tablishments reported that he had 
recently changed from a liberal to 
a restricted policy so far as credit 
was concerned. He indicated that they 
had annually been charging off about 
$2,000 in bad accounts but that the 
major reason for making the change 
was that liberal credit extension was 
causing them to lose customers. He 
indicated that accounts which were 
allowed to become large or old ap- 
parently caused some embarrassment 
to the customer involved and when 
pressed for payment he frequently 
shifted to a competing firm and “let 
the account ride.” 

There were differences of opinion 
among these folks as to the possibil 
ity of going to a cash sale basis. Most 
of them felt that it was necessary 
to extend some credit. A few said 
it would be possible to operate on a 
strictly cash basis. The majority opin 
ion was that some arrangement 
should be developed which would dis 
courage credit sales or, conversely 
would provide an incentive for those 
who could pay cash for their pur 
chases to do so. It was also pointed 
out that many customers had lines 
of credit available to them from spe 
cialized credit agencies but so long 
pricing policy and credit 
practices of merchants did not pro 
vide an incentive to pay cash for 
purchases there was little reason wh)

More Recent Study 
I want to refer to a mors 
extending 
merchant credit to farmers. This study 


recent 


study of costs involved in 
was sponsored by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston and made by the 
University of Vermont. The portion 
to which I wish to refer here is that 
concerned with feed dealers in that 
area. The number of dealers studied 
is relatively small, but the sample was 
carefully selected through appropri 
ate statistical procedures so they 
would be representative of a large 
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number of firms. The data referred 
to is for the business year 1946-47 

The report indicates that 67% of 
the sales of these feed dealers were 
on credit. The average month-end 
volume outstanding was $16,600. The 
average age of accounts was 46 days 
The accounting costs involved in the 
credit portion of the business (in- 
cluding a wage charge for time spent 
handling the accounts) averaged $637 
Collection costs averaged $880 and 
average charge-off for bad debts was 
S347. An interest charge at 5% on 
outstanding balances averaged $830 
per dealer. This gave a total cost of 
handling the credit business of $2,896 
per dealer, an average of 17% of the 
month-end outstanding credit bal- 
ances. An offset item of $600 resulted 
from the failure of credit customers 
to take advantage of cash discounts 
and the practice of a few dealers who 
charged interest on outstanding ac 
counts 

This brought the net additional cost 
of extending credit to about $2,300 
per dealer. This additional expense 
was incurred by the average feed 
dealer on the two thirds of his sales 
volume which went through credit 
accounts. But it had to be recovered 
from the total business volume of 
these feed dealers. The problem 
emerges as to how the additional 
costs of credit business can be as- 
sessed equitably among the customers 
of these dealers. Several lines of re 
tailing have, in relatively recent 
years, faced the competition of 
“streamlining” cash-and-carry opera- 
tions. I am not suggesting that this 
type of retailing will develop in the 
feed business but the question cer- 
tainly is raised. Would it be practical 
to operate a feed business on a cash 
basis’? If the savings are substantial 
this type of business unit might logi- 
cally be expected to develop 


Don't Like It 

Let us refer again to the question 
Why extend credit’ It is interesting 
to me that every study with which 
I happen to be familiar reports that 
merchants in the feed business say 
they don't like the credit business 
They would like to get away from it 
and some have made great progress 
in this direction. Most of them ap 
parently believe, however, that they 
can't. Many dealers indicate that 
handling credit is a job which they 
would prefer to have specialized cred- 
it agencies perform leaving them free 
to concentrate their efforts on doing 
the best merchandising job possible 

Some individual dealers as well as 
some wholesaling firms in the feed 
business have reported very favorable 
experience on the credit end of their 
business. Apparently the job can be 
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done profitably. Most of the experi- 
ence reported in this connection, how- 
ever, is that of the past 10 to 15 
years—period in which prices and 
incomes were, in general, rising. The 
trend of the price level is an impor- 
tant factor in most credit operations 
Whether the price trend in the years 
immediately ahead will be up or down 
is anybody's guess. In general, it is 
profitable to be in debt on a rising 
price level but very difficult to service 
debts during periods of declining 
prices. You will certainly wish to 
reach some judgment as to the price 
outlook, particularly for livestock 
products, before engaging in a sub- 
stantial volume of credit to livestock 
producers 

Merchants have encouraged credit 
sales by making credit readily avail- 
able to customers without charging 
specifically for that service. It is con- 
venient for farmers to use this serv- 
ice. In some instances it has, as you 
all know, led to an excessive use of 
credit to the disadvantage of both 
the customer and the dealer. Obscure

I'd like to 
have some new item each week to 
stimulate customer interest because 
I know positively that novelties help 
sell merchandise 

“Just recently, a specialty sales 
man called with this four-in-one 
screwdriver and sold me three dozen 
They began selling the minute I set 
them out. Customers examined them 
out of curiosity. They sold themselves 
and all I had to do was take their 
money 


Change Displays

Getting Information Out 


How can the feed dealer make sure 
his customers and potential custom- 
ers know what he has to sell’ Here 
are some suggestions for getting in- 
formation of this sort over to your 
customers 

1. Run an occasional newspaper 
advertisement listing the wealth of 
items which you have for sale in 
your store. List not only the unusual 
items but also some of the well 
known items which you carry. Do 
this and you will do much toward 
educating farmers about your stock 

In Colorado there's a feed dealer 
who runs such advertisements period- 
ically. And frequently after running 
such “stock-listing” ads, he'll have 
farmers come into the store and tel! 
him they never dreamed he carried 
certain of the items listed. In many 
instances they were taking their busi- 
ness to other stores--to hardware 
stores, dry goods stores, etc. But by 

advertisements of this sort 
the dealer was able to increase the 
scope of his business substantially 

Naturally, when these “listing ads 
are run, it’s a good idea to give the 
price of each item 


In the Telephone Directory 

2. See to it that your advertisement 
in the telephone directory lists a 
good many of the items you have for 
sale. In this advertisement, because 
of space limitations, you will prob 
ably have to list the items generally 
rather than “specifically.” The tech- 
nique in a telephone ad is to point 
out in a general way what you have 
available for sale. If in addition to 
quality feed you have hardware items, 
seed, implements, work clothes, etc 


don't fail to mention it. This is the 
only way some of your customers 
are likely to find out what you have 
for sale 

3. Make it a point occasionally to 
send out direct mail pieces listing 
the various items of stock which you 
have for sale. As with newspaper ad 
vertisements, you should list prices 
in your direct mail ads 

In these direct mail advertisements 
it's offen a good idea to encourage 
a farmer to order directly from the 
listing—-by mail or phone. You can 
increase your mail orders if you en- 
courage the farmer to check the items 
on the list which he needs and send 
it back to you by return mail. For 
best results, a stamped envelope 
bearing your store address should be 
enclosed with the list when it is sent 
out 

4. Encourage store sales personne! 
to “educate” 
stock by having them bring to cus 
tomer attention newly-stocked items 
of merchandise. Many customers will 
soon know of the new things which 
you have 

5. If you know your customers and 
their needs well, make it a habit to 
suggest items of merchandise which 
they need but which they may not 
know you carry. Careful study of 
your customers will often reveal 
“leads” which will result in sales of 
unusual or little-known items of mer- 
chandise you carry

Wateh Your 
Credit Poliey 


By Robert Simmens 


HE feed dealer's credit policy 
needs to ict in the sense 
that it everyone 
alike. At the same time, it ought 
to be sufficiently flexible to fit the 
changes in conditions What makes 
this problem difficult is the fact that 
the feed dealer cannot follow too 
closely the example of other mer- 
chants, but must figure out matters 
to fit his own circumstances 
For instance, the tendency in many 
lines of selling is toward more liberal 
terms and a longer period in which 


be str 
applies to 


to pay. Yet it might be dangerous 
for the feed dealer to go along with 
that trend. His products are used 


almost as fast as they are bought 
and cannot be repossessed in case of 
collection troubles 

When the feed dealer looks at cred- 
it entirely from the standpoint of his 
own business, he very quickly reaches 


two conclusions: (1) He dares not 
be enticed into relaxing his rules 
merely because other merchants in 
different fields have decided to do 
so, and (2) he will gain much by 
bringing credit under constantly 
firmer control in spite of the fact 
that he appears to be going against 
the trend 

During prosperous times, and even 


following them until such a period 
when customers use up their finan- 
cial reserves, credit problems are at 
their lowest ebb. That explains why 
many business men do not experience 
unusual difficulties in making collec 
tions, although they recognize that 
the time of “easy money” is gone 

Inefficiency in making collections 
can lead only to careless habits on 
the part of customers. A strict credit 
policy does not cause ill will. In fact 
buyers will respect the feed dealer 
for it. But things are different when 
you must begin such a policy after a 
period of laxity 





A Good System Needed 


Setting up a practical system of 
credit and collections while the prob 
lems are fewer and less serious, the 
feed dealer learns to maintain the 
records on which modern collection 
methods are based. The system devel- 
ops until it becomes quite capable 
of handling conditions when custom 
ers have less ready cash 

When volume of business decreases 
and money becomes “tighter cus 
tomers form the habit of paying first 
the accounts backed up by good col 


lection methods. The rest must wait

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Livestock Numbers 
Up, But Farmers in 
U.K. Cut Feed Buying 


LONDON — Although livestock 
mumbers in the U.K. show a decided 
increase over the position a year 
ago, feed traders are complaining 
that farmers are not taking all the 
rations to which they are entitled 
under government regulations 

The reason, it is pointed out, is 
that prices are too high and livestock 
owners do not wish to tie up large 
amounts of capital in feedstuffs. The 
dispensation granted by the govern 
ment allowing growers to retain a 
greater proportion of their own crop 
production for animal feeding has al 
so reduced the demand to a small 
extent 

The British director of feedstuffs 
H. R. Humphries, recently told a 
meeting of traders that the total off 
take of feed in the latter half of last 
summer was about 11% lower than 
the actual issue of ration coupons 
He indicated that if the offtake went 
very much lower, there would be an 
accumulation of stock and remedial 
measures would have to be taken 
He did not say what those measures 
would be, but traders have expressed 
the opinion that in some sections of 
the trade—mainly in cereal feeds 
the maintenance of rationing was 
unnecessary and represented a waste 
of money. 

The government, in an effort to 
hike consumption of rising stocks has 
decided to increase the ration rates 
effective May 1, though this is not 
expected to give much help to an in- 
creasingly difficult situation 

Farmers, already caught 
previous government promises 
not increase their herds until 
are sure a change of policy will not 
necessitate loss through compulstory 
reduction 

Recently published government sta 
tistics indicate that there 
has been a substantial decrease in the 
imports of feed during the past year 
following the government's attempts 
to save scarce foreign currency. Im 
ports in 1949 were 1 million tons 
less than in 1948 and 5 million tons 
less than in 1938. Imports of coars« 
grains fell from nearly 4 million tons 
in 1938 to 2.4 million tons in 1948 and 
1.2 million tons in 1949. Corn imports 
which accounted for 2.9 million 
of the 1938 coarse grain figure 
13 million tons in 1948 and 
700,000 tons in 1949

USDA SUSPENDS 19 AT 

KANSAS CITY STOCKYARDS 

WASHINGTON.—The U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture has announced 
that the judicial officer of the depart- 
ment, under authority of the Pack 
ers and Stockyards Act, has sus 
pended the registrations of 19 dealers 
at the Kansas City stockyards for 
bribing weighmasters 

The eight weighmasters who per 
formed weighing as em 
ployees of the stockyard company

charged These suspensions were the 
result of an investigation conducted 
in January.

But it is also 
a difficult matter for a dealer to gain 
true insight into exactly what his 
farmer-customers want from him in 
the way of services and products 

The farmer-consumer panel, how- 
ever, can often help to solve this 
problem for the feed dealer. Such a 
panel can often provide answers to 
the feed man's questions about cus- 
tomer preference and wants. Here are 
some suggestions on developing and 
using a consumer panel for the feed 
store 

Pick a “Typical” Panel 

The panel should be made up of 
half a dozen members. The members 
of the panel should be carefully chos- 
en by the dealer to make sure that 
they are “typical” of the majority of 
his customers. For that’s where the 
value of a consumer pane! lies

farmers who buy from me? 

If several “general types” of farm- 
ers generally buy feed from you, it is 
a good idea to have at least one 
farmer of each type on your panel. If 
some of your farmer-customers spe- 
cialize in dairying and if a sub- 
stantial number of others special- 
ize in poultry raising, then, in 
order for your panel to have maxi- 
mum effectiveness, it should have both 
dairy farmers and poultry raisers on 
it. A “panel” should be a cross-sec- 
tion of all your customers. From a 
panel, the dealer stands to learn 
what the majority of his farmer-cus- 
tomers want. By obtaining the 
opinions of a few typical individuals, 
the dealer is able to gain a general 
idea of the opinions of the majority. 
That's the way the big-time political 
and marketing polls work, and the 
dea will work just as well for the 
feed dealer on a smaller scale 

Once you have decided upon the 
farmer customers you want for your 
panel, the next step is to approach 
them with the idea. Call on each pros- 
pective panel member individually. 
and explain to him about the panel 
idea

BRITISH ORDER INCREASE 
IN FEEDSTUFFS PRICES 


LONDON — The British Ministry 
of Food has issued orders hiking the 
price of feed effective April 1. The 
orders were in accordance with the 
government's decision — announced 
last October—to remove the remain- 
ine feedstuffs subsidies, which are 
paid out of taxation and currently 
cost $100 million a year 

Traders expect many livestock 
owners, faced with rising costs, to 
continue cutting down on their feed 
bills, despite the compensatory farm 
prices which the government pro- 
poses to bring into effect at the same 
time. Observers say farmers will be 
covered for only a portion of the 
increases, the remainder, amounting 
possibly to one third, being borne 
either by the livestock owner or the 
trade. The remaining two thirds of 
the increase will be passed to the con- 
sumers because of the government's 
refusal to countenance any further 
increases in the cost of subsidies paid 
in respect to other food commodities 

Increases in the cost of living will 
automatically result in further wage 
demands by trades unions, thus nul. 
lifying government attempts to re- 
tain current wage levels in order 
to prevent inflation 

Despite criticism, the government 
is retaining the rationing of feed by 
means of coupons. This system is 
now considered time-wasting because 
rationing will be automatically im- 
posed by the reluctance of farmers 
to spend money on high-priced feed- 
stuffs. This, in turn, will affect the 
government's plans for stepping up 
the production of agricultural prod- 
ucts 

Specimen increases show that corn 
hitherto priced at $53.20 long ton 
net weight, has been upped to $73.50 
ton. Imported barley will rise from 
$58.10 ton to $66.50, and millfeed 
taken from the port flour mil) will 
go from $46.55 long ton, cross weight 
including bags, to $53.55 ton.

DECREASE IN BRITISH

CCC BILL PASSES HOUSE, 
MOVES TO SENATE FLOOR 


Mandatory Use of Commission Men Removed From Both 
Measures; Bill Would Give CCC §2 Billion 
Additional Borrowing Power

WASHINGTON—The amendment 
increasing the borrowing authority 
of the Commodity Credit Corp. by 
$2 billion has been approved by the 
House without any qualifying amend- 
ment, and the Senate Agriculture 


Committee has favorably reported its 
bill 


Both houses rejected proposals to 
make mandatory the use of termina! 
commission merchants in the han 
dling of CCC-owned grain 

The revised proposal of Sen. Ed- 
ward Thye (R., Minn.) to require 
CCC to use private trade channels 
in all operations except grain storage 
was removed by the Senate Agricul- 
ture subcommittee. A similar propos- 
al submitted by Rep. Albert Cole (R 
Kansas) was voted down in the 
House. 

The Senate version of the bill con- 
tains an amendment of Sen. Warren 
G. Magnuson (D. Wash.) which 
would streamline procedure whereby 
the U.S. can halt imports of agricul- 
tural commodities, arrival of which in 
the US. would damage domestic 
price support programs. Uniess the 
Magnuson amendment runs into trou- 
ble from the House it is expected that 
the charter amendment will be on its 
way to the President for signature 
late next week. Previously the Sen- 
ate passed another version of the 
Magnuson proposal, but it was killed 
in the House. The administration is 
basically opposed to the Magnuson 
type of amendment, since it in effect 
sets up the “peril point” principle 
in regard to the stopping of imports

In addition, the government agreed 
to pay the producer 7¢ bu. for beans 
held in farm storage.

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VETERINARIAN CITES 
SOWS’ IODINE NEEDS 


URBANA, ILL.—Unless brood sows 
get enough iodine in their rations, 
they are likely to farrow dead pigs 
or pigs that die soon after birth, ex- 
perts say. Dr. G. T. Woods, veter- 
inarian at the University of Illinois, 
reports that costly pig losses from 
iodine deficiency or an indistinguish- 
able disease have occurred on farms 
in various parts of Illinois 

Losses from iodine deficiency are 
often severe when the ration is low 
or lacking in iodine, he says 
Dr. Woods says one swine produc- 
er lost 50 litters of pigs. A labora- 
tory examination suggested that the 
losses were probably due to iodine 





deficiency. The remainder of the preg- 
nant sows were supplied with iodine, 
and the losses were checked. 

The soil of the extreme northern

House Kills Vorys Amendment; 
New Proposal Stirs Controversy 


WASHINGTON 
amendment to the Economic Coop- 
eration Administration extension act 


was killed in the House this week, | 


but it was supplanted as an immedi- 
ate item of controversy when the 
House approved an amendment of- 
fered by Congressman Omar Burleson 
(D., Texas) 

The Burleson amendment proposes 
that ECA be given $1 hillion to meet 
its requested agricultural budget, but 
it would earmark disbursement of 
this money to surplus agricultural 
products of the U.S. The ECA would 
be permitted at its discretion to buy 
supplies either in the open market or 
from Commodity Credit Corp. stocks 

The Vorys amendment, offered by 
Rep. John H. Vorys (R., Ohio) would 
have provided that agricultural sur- 
pluses now in the possession of CCC 
be used to supplement financial aid to 
western Europe 

The Burleson amendment is not 
believed to have the backing of the 
leading farm organizations or the 
cotton or tobacco interests which op 
posed the Vorys amendment. How 
ever, these interests see no way of 
heading it off at this time

LARGEST POSTWAR GAIN 


WASHINGTON —-World hog num- 
bers at the beginning of 1950 are es 
timated by the Office of Foreign Ag- 
ricultural Relations at 279,400,000 
head, compared with 262,000,000 head 
a year earlier.

A big new opportunity for feed dealers is 
opened up by a recent Pillsbury develop- 
ment. 

It is a dry feeding method for poultry 
fattening stations that is consistently 
turning in gains of 6% to 14% on a 3-day 
feed —at a very low feed cost. The method 
cuts down labor, reduces feed waste. 
Water intake is much higher than with 
wet feeding.
